The former 
compromised for sev«n hundred dol­ 
lars and the latter for three hundred 
dollars. 
The claims were for sen ices ren­ 
dered Elizabeth Hittle, who lived at 
dings, when she was on her death 
bed. She died at the home of Elmira 
Kenton in Fount* intown, and Mrs. 
Keaton and her daughter asserted 
that the sum of money demanded 
was due them for caring for Mrs. 
Hittle. 
They were also with Mrs. 
Hittle at her home in dings during 
an illness and cared for her contin­ 
ually, they alleged. 
The two claims were filed Septem­ 
ber 13, 1911, and have been pending 
ever since. 
They have been set for 
a hearing a number of times but al­ 
ways have had to be continued. The 
poor health of Mae Keaton, who i> 
an invalid, has been the cause for 
postponement in most instances. Her 
deposition had been procured. how­ 
ever, for the hearing today; 
Sparks & Gary were the attorneys 
for the plaintiffs and Watson, Tits- 
worth & Green and J. F. Reed of 
tGreenfield represented the admini-- 
t rator.

The stupid Jacksonian says, “civil 
service in theory may Im* all right, 
hut in practice it is farcical in the 
extreme,” and then makes an ambig- 
oas comparison between civil service, 
as it is now operated In the govern­ 
ment, and the application ot it to the 
executive 
offices 
and 
legion tire 
bodier. 
The comparison i> ridiculous. “ This 
is a government of (Kirtles and not of 
civil service,9* says the Jacksonian. 
“ If eivil service is a good thing, the 
argument should be carried to it" 
logical conclusion til at better govern­ 
ment could bo secured if governors, 
"enators, presidents, cabinet officers, 
congressmen and vice-presidents were 
put under civil sen ice and given life 
tenure.” 
Of course, the Jacksonian knows 
that is not the intent or spirit of 
civil service. 
To do what the Ja ck ­ 
sonian says, in making the compari­ 
son. would not In* civil service, hut 
monarchy. To give men in the execu­ 
tive and legislative b ra ch es of gov­ 
ernment life positions would not be 
iepresentative government. 
if we should he as radical in one 
extreme as the Jacksonian pretends 
to be in the other, we might suggest 
that ii civil service were to be ban­ 
ished from the government, elect all 
wen employed by the government. 
That would hardly he ti" ridiculous 
ae the suggestion of the Jacksonian 
that civil service, under which the 
government s e n ice has increased in 
efficiency, be done away with and let 
the Democrats name men of their 
party to ALL offices. 
The ignorance of the Jacksonian is 
hardly excusable. 
I f the Jacksonian 
would investigate it would find that a 
fraction over fifty-three [»er cent of 
the men now employed in the civil 
service in the United States arc Dem­ 
ocrats.

Taft to extend the law to tue-c p«<-t- 
mastei s. 
Hut the Jacksonian does not want 
to sto p at the revocation of the older 
placing all fourth-class postmasters 
under the civil service. 
It would chop 
off the head of every man under tile 
eivil service and put in a Denioerat. 
We are moved to inquire whether the 
Jacksonian would remove the fifty- 
three and a fraction per cent of Dem­ 
ocrats who are already in the service. 
Listen to this: ‘‘Sentiment in tin-

May Follow Public Drinking Cup Ban 
With Law Requiring Certified Water 


A second step toward the protec­ 
tion of the traveling public from in- 
feetious and contagious diseases will 
he taken by the Treasury Depart­ 
ment at Washington within a 
few 
days. 
The first step was the prom 
ulgatiou recently of an order which 
absolutely prohibits the public drink­ 
ing cup on rail or 
water 
common 
tarriers engaged in interstate com­ 
merce in the United States. 
The second step hardly less sig­ 
nificant than the first, will Im1 the in­ 
stance of an order requiring that 
all water used for drinking purpose^ 
on trains and vessels engaged iii in­ 
terstate commerce shall lie certified 
to as to its purity by health authori­ 
ties of the state from which it is 
drawn and that water container-* he 
scalded with steam at least once a 
week. 
The first 
order, 
prohibiting the 


common drinking cup, is iii cont oral­ 
ity with legislation recently passed 
in twenty-sis states, 
lite aet outlie 
Treasury Department, 
however, 
L 
broader than all of these states com­ 
bined, m s it applies to all -totes, in 
so far as carriers engaged iii inter­ 
state commerce are fomented.

in line with an earnest pica made bv 
Interstate Commerce

In the forthcoming order requiring 
the certification of

The campaign for the protection 
of patrons of the common 
carriers 
started with a general order to offi­ 
cers of the public health service is­ 
sued Oct. 5. 
This order directed all 
officers while 
traveling 
“to 
make 
such observations as may be practi­ 
cable of the sanitary conditions of 
the trains and vessels on which they 
travel and the stations and wharves 
at which they stop.*’ 
A 
case 
recently investigated by 
Past Assistant burgeon L. L. Lam-- 
den. one of the sanitary experts of 
the service, 
indicates 
the 
danger 
which lurks in water 
pollution 
by 
pacing vessels. 
An excursion boat playing on the 
Mississippi picked up passengers at 
Clinton and Coma rn‘lie, la., and Al­ 
bany, 111. 
Following the excursion, 
in the course of which 160 
people 
boarded the boat, more than one- 
half of those who had been passen­ 
gers were stricken with violent gas­ 
trointestinal troubles within twenty- 
four hours. Twelve of these bad ty­ 
phoid fever, of whom three died, and 
one died from gastro-cnteritis. 
Investigation disclosed no typhoid 
in any of the three towns except in 
ca-es of former passengers on the 
boat. 
Further investigation disclos­ 
ed the fact that iii the cnur-c of Hie 
trip the steward of the stainer had 
filled the drinking water tanks with 
water from the river, thereby ac­ 
counting for tile epidemic among the 


passengers.

WHEN IRONSIDES 
WAS TORPEDOED 


Lied. Commander Tomb's Father 


Figured In Daring Exploit. 


ESCAPED UNDER HEAVY FIRE. 


Officer* of Atlantic Battleship Fleet 
While at Charleston, Where the As­ 
sault Occurred, Hear Thrilling Story 
From Lips o f a Survivor, Who Gets 
a View of Modern Ships. 


Eleven battleships of tile Atlantic 
fleet, the Utah, Florida. North Dakota. 
Delaware. Ohio. Idaho. New Hampshire. 
Illinois. Virginia, Georgia ami Rhode 
Island, were a t Charleston, S. C., re­ 
cently in connection with a celebra­ 
tion a t that place. 
W hile the officers 
of the fleet enjoyed their visit to the 
southern city, the t rip had an added in­ 
terest to Lieutenant Com mander Jam es 
II. Tomb. on duty on the North Dakota. 
as his father cam e on from Jackson 
Ville to see his son. and also to view 
the vessel* of the modem navy. 
Back in ls«*J Lieutenant Commander 
Tomb's father was engineer of a Con­ 
federate torjiedo boat. This vessel was 
called the Little David by the south 
enters a lid was d eig n ed by Dr. St 
Juliet! Ravenel of Charleston. 
The Lilt 1«* David was commanded 
by Lieutenant William T. Glassed, a 
graduate, of the United States Naval 
academ y of the class of is is. who was 
dismissed from the navy ou Der. ti. 
1861. On Ort. r», 1863, the torpedo boat 
steam ed out of Charleston harbor to 
m ake an attack on tile United States 
frigate Ironsides. 


First Submerged Torpedo Boat. 
The little vessel was practically the 
first submerged torpedo boat ever used 
iii naval w arfare. 
At 9:15 o’clock that 
night a s m a ll object was seen by a 
se n tin e l on the Iron*idea and hailed. 
No a n s w e r was re ceiv ed . a n d the sen­ 
try tin J. 
The ship alm ost immediate* 
ly thereafter received a very severe 
blow fro m an e x p lo s io n which threw a 
column o f w a te r aftoo the spar de- k 
and into tile engine lining 
The object w a s afterw ard known to 
tie a torpedo boat, shaped like a <igar, 
fifty feet long and live feet in diam ­ 
eter. and so -uhm erged th at the only 
p o rtio n v isib le m is the coaming of lier 
hat* h. two feet above tile w ater sur­ 
face. and a im*i*t ten feet in length. 
When the Little David exploded the 
lorpo-h* .she lay helpless under the 
quarter of the frigate, her tires quench­ 
ed by the volume of w ater caused by 
the explosion. 
Lieutenant (Hassell aud 
the fireman. Jam es Sullivan, swam off 
tow ard the Ironsides, which all the 
tim e was directing a heavy fire himiu 
the torpedo tw at 


Returned to Disabled Craft. 
Lieutenant (IIns.* ell hailed a schooner 
as he was drifting past and was taken 
on board and was then made a prison­ 
er by the northerners. The pilot. W al­ 
ter Cannoli, rem ained in the Little Da­ 
vid, aud Engineer Tomb, donning a 
life preserver. Ieai>ed o v e rlo rd , but 
swam back to the torpedo boat. 
There. In spite o f the heavy fire of 
the enemy, lie rebuilt his fires enough 
to move the m achinery and. eluding 
the Federal ships, took the vessel back 
to Charleston In safety. 
The m arine guard and m usketeers 
on the spar deck of the Ironsides saw 
the small object as it was drifting 
along, and a severe lire was kept up 
until it |Missed < ut of sight. 
Tw o of 
the m onitors carne near. but tile small 
object had diaapineared. 
Two boats 
were sent out f.*om the Ironsides and 
made an unsuccessful search. 
Lieutenant Commander Tomb was 
born in Missouri and entered the Naval 
academ y In 1805. H e was commission­ 
ed lieutenant com m ander in 1911.

President Has Said He Con­ 


siders His Salary Adequai!is. 


HARD TIMES OF SOME EX'S. 


Other Countries Save Men of Hig1"* 
Official Rank From Danger of Work 
In Old Age—Grant, In Business. Had 
the Saddest Experience of Any cl 
Our Former Presidents. 


The president of the United Staten 
receives annually from the nation dur 
ing the four years of his office $75,600 
a year. In addition, a num ber of such 
exjienses as the upkeep of the W hile 
House and the stables and garages are 
paid for. and. of course, the salaries of 
the staff of executive cilices are also a 
national charge. 
President T aft went 
on record 011I3' a few days before tile 
announcem ent of the Carnegie $25,CiI)U 
p e n s io n s for ex-presidents and their 
widows as to the sufficiency of the 
rem uneration of the president, consid­ 
ering his actual necessary expendi 
tures while in office. 
O ther countries have, however, con 
sidered it of im portance to secure men 
who have held high official rank from 
the danger of spending their old age 
with not sufficient to live upon and 
from the tem ptation of undertaking oc­ 
cupations which m ight tend to bring 
into disrepute the high offices they 
have held. 
Thus in England every 
cabinet m inister who has been in ohio* 
for tw o years and makes a declaration 
th at his private Income is not above a 
certain figure is entitled to a pension 
for life from the civil list. 
At the pres­ 
ent moment two pensions of $10,000 a 
year and three of $0,000 a year are 
thus being paid. 
Difficulties of Retirement. 
In many cases it has happened that 
ex-presidents of the United States have 
been possessed of sufficient private 
means to retire from all public activi­ 
ties and to end their days in comfort 
and peace, like George W ashington, 
but in modern tim es with tho long fife 
iii laddies generally dem anded of any 
man who aspires to the W hPe House 
aud the greater requirem ents of social 
life, this has becom e,more and more 
difficult. 
Andrew Johnson, indeed, in 
re 
tired into seclusion, and little was heard 
of him till he was called to the United 
States semite in 1875 for the list few 
months of his life. 
H utherf nil 
B. 
Hayes, who alone of nil the presidents 
had the reputation of saving from his 
salary, went back to Ohio ami for 
tw elve years engaged rn chicken rais­ 
ing w ith considerable success. 
Ches­ 
ter A. A rthur lived only a few months 
after be had left office and was not 
obliged to go into any business. 
Grant's Sad Experience. 
The saddest fortune that befell any 
ex-president was that of General Ulys­ 
ses 8 . G ra n t A fter he had retired and 
had made Iii* famous t ur around the 
World he settled d<»wn in New York. 
He was not a rich man. but bad a com­ 
petency. U nfortunately he ricked all he 
I losses *<*<1 in the brokerage firm <>f 
G rant A- Wand, of which he and his 
son were partners. 
By the misman­ 
agement «»f a partner the entire assets 
of the firm were w iled out at olio 
stroke, and the ex-!v sid e n t and vet­ 
eran soldier found b:.*ase!f forced in his 
old age to face the world anew.

The Merit System. 


The stupid Jacksonian says, ''civil 


service in theory may be all right, 
but in practice it is farcical in the 
extreme," and then makes an ainbig- 
OBS comparison between civil service, 
as it is now operated by tlie govern- 
ment, and the application of it to the 
executive 
offices 
and ' legislative 


bodies. 


The comparison is ridiculous. "This 


is a government of parties and not of 
eivil service," says the Jacksonian. 
"If civil service is a good thing, the 
argument should be carried to its 
logical conclusion that better govern- 
ment could be secured if governors. 
senators, presidents, cabinet officers, 
congressmen and vice-presidents were 
put under civil service and given life 
tenure." 


Of course, the Jacksonian knows 


that is not the intent or .spirit of 
civil service. 
To do what the Jack- 


sonian says, in making the compari- 
son, would not be civil service, but 
monarchy. To give men in the execu- 
tive and legislative brai-Iies of gov- 
ernment life positions would not be 
representative government. 


If we should be as radical in one 


extreme as the Jacksonian pretends 
io be in the other, we might suggest 
that if civil .service were to be ban- 
ished from the government, elect all 
•en 
employed by the government. 


Tbat would hardly be as ridiculous 


SLB the suggestion of the Jacksonian 
tkat civil service, under which the 
government service has increased in 
*ficiency, be done away with and let 
the Democrats name men of their 
party to ALL offices. 


The ignorance of the Jacksonian is 


fcardly excusable. If the Jacksonian 
w»uld investigate it would find that a 
fraction over fifty-three per cent of 
tfce men now employed in the civil 
service in the United Stales are Dem- 
ocrats. 


The Jacksonian should remember, 


in addition, that the only Democratic 
president since civil sen-ice has been 
established, was a hearty advocate 
•f the merit system and strengthened 
it inder his administration. 


It is interesting to recall in connee- 


iien with the demand that the in- 
••ming president shall revoke the 
•r«Jer placing fourth-class postmast- 
ers under the civil service law that 
President Cleveland in his message to 
•oagress in December, 1896, said that 
fourth-class postmasters ought to be 
within the classified service. He ex- 
plained that he did not include them 
ia bis "blanket order" of that year 
••cause he was not certain that the 


:ivil service law authorized him to do 
it. 
This law has been interpreted 


with more liberality as the years have 
;one by. and no one so far has ques- 
tioned the authority of President 
Tat't to extend the law to tiiese post- 
masters. 


But the Jacksonian does not want 


o stop at the revocation of the order 
placing all fourth-class postmasters 
under the civil service. It would chop 
off the head of every man under the 
civil service and put in a Democrat. 
We are moved to inquire whether the 
Jacksonian would remove the fifty- 
three and a fraction per cent of Dem- 
icrats who are already in the service. 


Listen to this: ''Sentiment in this 


matter has been growing to such an 
extent in the last few days that there 
is a demand that mass meetings be 
held 
and Bryan's plan of 
flooding 


congress, like the Baltimore conven- 
tion was Hooded to demonstrate to 
the representatives of the people who 
elected them to office, that the offices 
to 
be filled must be filled with 


men 
who 
made 
the 
victory 


possible 
and 
not 
left 
in 
the 


hands of men who stood by a discred- 
ited administration. Many Democrats 
here are of the opinion that if this is 
not done in two or four years hence 
the civil service laws, so-coiled, of 
the country will be the paramount 
issue of the campaign and that the 
people, swinging to the other extreme, 
will wipe out the last vestige of civil 
service." 


The Jacksonian knows that Wood- 


row Wilson favors the merit system, 
because it promotes efficiency. 
It 


was first installed for that reason 
The Jacksonian must know that any 
man under civil service may be re- 
moved at any time if charges of in-, 
efficiency are preferred and proved. 
The Jacksonian must know that poli- 
tics plays no part in passing an ex- 
amination for a government position 
in the civil service. The Jacksoniau 
should know if 'it does not, that if 
an applicant for a service job men- 
tions his politics on his examination 
paper or in any other way, he is not 
even considered as an applicant and 
his paper is not graded. 


But it is not at all probable that 


Woodrow Wilson will heed the ad- 
monition of the Jacksonian. He has 
expressed his approval of the merit 
system numberless times, and since 
his election has expressed his disap- 
proval of the spoilsmen of his party 
who are advocating that the -welfare 
of the government service be cast on 
the waters and the doors to the pie 
counter be thrown vide open to 
Democrats and none others.

WHEN IRONSIDES 


TORPEDOED 


Lieut. Commander Tomb's Father 


Figured In Daring Exploit 


ESCAPED UNDER HEAVY FIRE 


Officers of Atlantic Battleship Fleet 


While at Charleston, Where the As- 
sault Occurred, Hear Thrilling Story 
From Lips of a Survivor, Who Gets 
a View of Modern Ships. 


Eleven battleships of the Atlantic 


fleet, the Utah, Florida. North Dakota, 
Delaware. Ohio. Idaho, New Hampshire. 
llinois. Virginia, Georgia and Ehode 
island, were at Charleston, S. C., re- 
cently in connection with a celebra- 
tion at that place. While the officers 
of the fleet enjoyed their visit to the 
southern city, the trip had an added in- 
erest to Lieutenant Commander James 
J.Jf omb. on duty on the North Dakota, 
as his father came on from Jackson- 
ville to see his sou. and also to view 
he vessels of the modern navy. 
Back in 18(£! Lieutenant Commander 


Comb's father was engineer of a Con- 
federate torpedo boat. This vessel was 
ailed the Little David by the south- 
erners and was designed by Dr. St. 
Tulien Kaveuel of Charleston. 
The Little David was commanded 
jy Lieutenant William T. Glassell. a 
graduate, of the United States Naval 
academy of the class of 1848, who was 
dismissed from the navy on Dec. ft 
1SG1. 
On Oct. 5. 18(53. the torpedo boat 


steamed out of Charleston harbor to 
make an attack on the United States 
frigate Ironsides. 


First Submerged Torpedo Boat. 


The little vessel was practically the 


first submerged torpedo boat ever used 
in naval warfare. At J»:15 o'clock that 
night a small object was seen by a 
sentinel on the Ironsides and hailed. 
No answer was received, and the sen- 
try fired. The ship almost immediate- 
ly thereafter received a very severe 
blow from au explosion which threw a 
column of water upon the spar deck 
;ind into the engine room. 


The object «'ns afterward known to 


be a torpedo boat, shaped like a cigar, 
fifty feet long and live feet in diam- 
eter, and so submerged that the only 
portion visible w.is the coaming of her 
hatch, two feet above the water sur- 
face, and about ten feet in length. 


When the Little David exploded the 


torpedo she lay helpless under the 
quarter of the frigate, her fires quench- 
ed by the volume of water caused by 
the explosion. Lieutenant Glassell anc 
the fireman. James Sullivan, swam off 
toward the Ironsides, which all the 
time was directing a heavy fire upon 
the torpedo boat 


Returned to Disabled Craft. 


Lieutenant Ghisi-ell hailed a schooner 


as be was drifting past and was taker 
on board and was then made a prison 
er by the northerners. The pilot Wai 
ter Cannon, remained in the Little Da 
vid, and Engineer Tomb, donning a 
life preserver, leaped overboard, bu 
swam back to the torpedo boat. 


There, in spite of the heavy fire of 


the enemy, lie rebuilt his fires enougl 
to move the machinery and, eluding 
the Federal ships, took the vessel back 
to Charleston in safety. 


The marine guard and musketeers 


on the spar deck of the Ironsides saw 
the small object as it was drifting 
along, and a severe fire was kept u] 
until it passed cut of sight Two o 
the monitors came near, but the srnal 
object had disappeared. 
Two boat, 


were sent out f/om the Ironsides and 
made an unsuccessful search. 


Lieutenant Commander Tomb wa 


born in Missouri and entered the Nava 
academy in 1895. He was commission 
ed lieutenant commander In 1911.

In addition, a number of such 
xpenses as the upkeep of the White 
ouse and the stables and garages are 
aid for. and. of course, the salaries of 
ie staff of executive offices are also a 
itional charge. President Taft went 


record ouly a few days before the 


nnouncement of the Carnegie $25,d>() 
ensions for ex-presidents and tbelr 
idows as to the sufficiency of the 
euiuneratiou of the president, consid- 
ring bis actual necessary expendi- 
tures while in office. 


Other countries have, however, con- 
dered it of importance to secure men 
bo have held high official rank from 
ie danger of 'spending their old age 


with not sufficient to live upon and 
rom the temptation of undertaking oc- 
npations which might tend to bring 
ito disrepute the high offices they 


have held. 
Thus in England every 


ablnet minister who has been in office 
or two years and makes a declaration 
lat his private Income Is not above a 
ertain figure is entitled to a pension 
or life from the civil list. At the pres- 
nt moment two pensions of $10,000 a 
ear and three of $6,000 a year are 
bus being paid.

Grant's Sad Experience. 


The saddest fortune that befell any 
ix-president was that of General Ulys- 
es S. Grant. After he bad retired and 
iad made his frimons tour around the 
vorld he settled down in New York. 
He was not a rich man, buf. hard a com- 
petency. Unfortunately ho risked all he 
Xisspssed in the brokerage tirrn of 
Grant & Ward, of which he and his 
son were partners. 
By the tnismiiu- 


igement of :i partner t!ie entire assets 
of the firm were wiped out Jit one 
stroke, and the ex-pi~sident and vet- 
eran soldier found K;:aself forced in his 


Id age to face the world anew. 
In his distress he went to William H. 
fanderbilt. Mr. Vanderbilt gave him 
a check for $100,000 absolutely with- 
out_seeurity. This was swallowed up 


iBitne.wreck, ana General Grant in or- 
der to give some return for the money 
took to the ananrier all his collection 
of swords of honor,. medals and tro-1 
phies. Itest? Mr. Vanderbilt after- 
ward returned to Mrs. Grant, and they 
are now ia the National museum ut 
Washington. As soon as he saw that 
he was ruined tlie ex-president, with 
indomitable pluck turned to the offers 
which had often been made to him by 
publishers for th* writing of his recol- 
lections. 


He then set nlmself to write his 


memoirs, and the last year of his life, 
when he was already fighting the can- 
cer in his mo'.:th which killed him, 
was given up to the production of the 
work. 
Congress had indeed placed 


him once more on the retired list of 
the army, thm assuring him the pay 
'of a general, but he persevered with 
his self allotted task and completed it 
only, four days before his death. In 
this fight against overwhelming odds 
the veteran soldier secured a suitable 
provision for bis family. 


Two Returned to Law. 


Both Benjamin < Harrison and Grover 


Cleveland were lawyers by profession 
and turned to the bnr when they left 
the White House. Sir.. Harrison was 
appointed professor of international 
law in tlio I/eland Stanford university. 
in California, and also practiced ac- 
tively.

The negotiations will begin next

"I Say Now to All the Governors of All 


the States and to All the People of 
the United States What I Said 
Then," Vociferated Blease When 
Reprimanded by House of Governors,

Richmond, Va., Dec. 7.—When Gov- 


ernor O'Neal of Alabama offered reso- 
lutions putting the conference on rec- 
ord against lynch law and mob rule, 
the governors' conference broke into 
a storm of personal remarks and de- 
fiant utterances. 
Governor 
O'Neal 


declared that he represented a state 
with a large negro vote, prefaced his 
resolutions with the remark that a 
crtain member of the conference had 
made remarks which had gone forth 
to the world, which were of a nature 
defiant of law and order and repug- 
nant to law-abiding citizens, and the 
"conference should without delay re- 
pudiate them as contrary to the views 
of the conference." 


Governor Gilchrist of Florida sec- 


onded the resolution offered by Gov- 
ernor O'Neal. 


Governor Mann of Virginia offered 


this as a substitute for the O'Neal res- 
olution: 


'Resolved, That it Is the sentiment 


of the conference of governors in ses- 
sion at Richmond. Va.. that the whole 
power of the several states should be 
used whenever necessary to protect 
persons accused of crime of every kind 
against the violence of mobs, and to 
provide for speedy, orderly and impar- 
tial trial by courts of competent juris- 
diction, to the end that the laws for 
the protecton of life and property be 
duly enforced and respected by the 
people." 


Fourteen of the governors voted for 


th resolution and four against. The 
four that voted against it were: Don- 
aghey, Arkansas; Baldwin, Connecti- 
cut; Hawley. Idaho; Kitchin, North 
Carolina. 
These last four governors 


favored the sentiment of the resolu- 
tion, but thought it interfered with the 
privileges of members of the confer- 
ence expressing their views; in other 
words, a restraint of "personal privi- 
leges."

Washington, Dec. 7.—Attention o£ 


practically every public man in Wash- 
ington has been attracted by the con- 
troversy between Mrs. M. W. Littleton 
and Representative Jefferson Levy of 
New York over the resolution backed 
by Mrs. Littleton proposing the crea- 
tion of a commission looking to the 
purchase of Montieello, the old hone 
of Jefferson, now the property of Mr. 
Levy. Mrs. Littleton is pushing her 
campaign with great activity, includ- 
ing page advertisements in the Wash- 
ington newspapers, and the big battle 
will be staged in the house on Toes- 
day next. Representative Levy, sup- 
ported by the New York Democrats, 
will oppose the resolution, which has 
already passed the senate. 


Proposed Tariff Revision. 


At a meeting of the house commit- 


tee on ways and means. Representa- 
tive Underwood suggested that the 
hearings on the proposed tariff revi- 
sion be begun early in January and 
concluded by Feb. 1. According to Mr. 
Underwood the tariff program of the 
house Democrats will be ready for con- 
sideration • immediately npon the as- 
sembling of the special session of con- 
gress to be called by President Wil- 
son. 
Whether the revision will be 


made schedule by schedule or pro- 
posed in a bill embracing all sched- 
ules is a question j-et to be decided. 


Want to Muzzle Pujo. 


Some of the Democratic leaders in 


the house would be happy If they 
could apply a muzzle to Chairman Pujo 
of the money trust committee. They 
do not approve of the habit which Mr. 
Pujo has contracted of giving out 
statements excluding stock exchanges 
and clearing houses from the mails 
and about regulating these institu- 
tions under the Sherman anti-trust law 
as conspiracies in restraint of trade. 
Responsible leaders of the house point 
out that if Mr. Pujo entertains these 
views, the proper way for him to ex- 
press tbpm would be in a report to the 
house after his investigation has been 
completed. The conduct and manage- 
ment of the Xew York Stock Exchange 
will be made the subject of careful 
inquiry hy the money trust committee 
of the house.

Senate Democrats Are Holding Up the 


President's Appointments. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—In all five wit- 


nesses have been heard in the Arch- 
bald impeachment case and 142 are to 
be called. 
The trial is very routine 


today. At one stage the senate pro- 
ceedings were enlivened by a partisan 
deadlock. Republicans sought an ex- 
ecutive session to confirm nomina- 
tions, whereupon a large number of 
the Democrats and Senator LaFollette 
went out, breaking a quorum, and the 
senate was compelled to adjourn for 
lack of a quorum. 


The incident was the first move'by 


the Democrats to resist confirmation 
of President Taft's nominations and 
foreshadows a general hold-up of the 
president's appointees. 


Further consideration was given the 


legislative bill in the house. The de- 
bate was marked by a, bitter attack 
upon the order of president Taft plac- 
ing under the jurisdiction of the civil 
service commission some 36,000 fourth 
class postmasters.
